City Farmers 
Spring in a big city brings out the 
“city farmers" in force. 
On Man­ 
hattan Island the chief crop con­ 
sist« of ilowers. Usually a kmc pot 
with a single sickly geranium satis^ 
ties the agricultural urge of a wholt 
family of tenement dwtilers. 
The

Mulberry Street, which Italian* 
have made their own, the lower 
East Side, tong the home of Jewish 
refugees from Europe, t hinaU'wtl 
and t»ther centers of different na­ 
tionalities all go in for this kind of 
farming in about the same degree. 
One thing that never fails to 
arouse a f«*eling of sorr«»w in the 
breast of the visitor is the occa­ 
sional tree to be found in a back­ 
yard.
